Vr Tt should be noted at the outset that>>e nsme HACKS Is a coda name 
which L. - j Invented for cue in his reports. \ ^ used this coda name to 

refer to a hlgh^evel neo-Hazl conspiracy with particular enphaaia on clandes* 
tine Soviet control of this conspiracy. To the best of his knowledge the KGB 
had no code name for the nec-Kazl conspiracy itself, nor for their controlling 
operations over It. He also does not know of any name which the German mezobera 
of the neo-Kazl conspiracy had for their organization. 



It should also be stated at the outset that the lengthy debriefing 
of^ this Subject did not essentially reveal any further facts con- 

cerning -une Identity of Gennens who belonged to HACKS or those over whom the 
Russians had control. ^

for six months, he succeeded In setting F05RSTBR to tell of certain historical 
events which were brand new to fT D the time end which created a serious 
problem for him because these were ajj. matters idilch, if true, shed light on a 
nujBber of diabolic plots which he did not think the Russians would be happy to 
have him know about. These were: How Stalin wiped out the pre-war FoHah 
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Cwaounist Party, tha role flETDRICH had pdayed in Inaplrlng the original Sorlot 
diatruat of the Foliah Cooaunist Party, the atory behind the TUKACHMBSKY con- 
spiracy, and finally the true storv behind the KATOT nassacre* The Soviets 
vere treiaendously upaet when j: reported these natters and handed over 
the tapes, and clolned vigorously that these stories were all a diabolic pro- 
vocation on FOSRSTKR’s part. irevert^esR* they toldC* to continue. 

Evidently in the attempt to convince Cl Q: that FOBRSISR’s stories were 
provocations but that in any case »C iJ must not even mention then to any- 
one, he vaa invited to be interviewed oy KCMKCWSKI on one occasion and on 
another o<^aslon vas seen again, this tine in Warsaw, by BSSBARQDCfW. Despite 
Soviet high-level aaeursnees states that he felt there vas much truth 

to FX)SRSTSR*8 contentions and uaat ne C ^ first had his faith in the 
cc&nunlat systen and the Soviets shaken oy vnese revelations.

Oa^ ewdSing shortly after this, when FQERSTER was in a particularly good mood, 

^ ^sprang the question on him concerning the preparations BQBMANN might 
^ve nSSe for a secret conspiracy of top Nazis who would continue working 
after a possible German defeat. PtlERSTSR vas at first frightened by the 
question and didn’t talk. ThanC I}: suggested that he might prefer talk- 
ing to some other intarrogator aOout tnla subject, after whl^'b he left. 

SKLAR, wheat 5 this, seemed upset and ordered Q to get 

back to F0KR5XER as soon as possible and to press with every means ne could 
to get FOBBSTS^ talking. At the next ^sion FOEBSTER said that he would 
refuse to talk to anyone else besides t 3 would be willing to tell 
him a little in onaver to his question, ‘xnis little turned into an all- 
night aeaelon. Once FQERSTER began to talk he evidentdKLy vaa anxious to 
relieve himself ^er the pressures he had been under for so many years and
